M anchester, but to 30,000 custo m ers 
o utside the co rpo rate limits. 
The rate 
charged is 00 cents a tho usand cubic 
feet, and the net pro fit fo r the last fis­ 
cal year w as $1,352,925. 
Of this sum 
$488,500 w as paid into the city treasury 
in the fo rm o f taxes and a direct co n­ 
tributio n, and tbe balance w as devo ted 
to th e sinking fund o r set aside in the 
co ntingent fund. 
The pro fits have be­ 
co me so large th a t th e city has decided 
to disco ntinue th e charges m ade fo r the 
use o f heaters and ranges and give 
them to custo m ers rent free. 
F o r m o to r po w er a reduced rate o f 
48 cents a tho usand is charged, and gas 
is used fo r this purpo se in the running 
o f 1.520 engines. 
Em plo yed in the 
M anchester gas departm ent is an arm y 
o f 2,200 men, and their w ages have 
been steadily increased in recent years. 
A fter an experim ent lasting nearly a 
century it m ust be co nceded th a t the 
public o w nership o f gas pro ductio n in 
M anchester sho w s all the earm arks o f 
success. 
M anchester supplies electric light and 
po w er no t o nly to its citizens, but also 
to neighbo ring to w ns and villages. The 
city em barked o n this venture in 1893 
o n w hat was then co nsidered a large 
scale, m aking an investm ent co nsider­ 
ably iu excess o f $000,000. 
The first i 
year o f o peratio n sho wed a lo ss o f 
abo ut $1.000, but the fo llo wing year 
fo und a pro fit to its credit am o unting 
to $28,000. The city was then charging 
5.88 pence a unit fo r the current gener­ 
ated. but has gradually reduced this to 
2.08. 
In the m eantim e its plant has 
been extended until it represents an ex­ 
penditure o f $8,500,000. The gro ss pro f­ 
its last year w ere $420,000, and after 
m eeting interest, sinking fund and o th­ 
er fixed charges there rem ained $41,000, 
which w as placed to the credit o f the 
reserve. 
The enterprise is no t yet o n a perm a­ 
nent basis fo r the reaso n th a t it is an­ 
nually expending vast am o unts fo r im­ 
pro vem ents and extensio ns, but even 
during this perio d it has m anaged to 
reduce its debt, increase its surplus and 
pay $200,000 to w ard the relief o f rates. 
It sho uld be kept in mind th a t no ne 
o f these enterprises is pro m o ted o r in 
any w ay sustained by mo ney raised 
I fro m taxatio n. The co uncil co m m ittee 
in charge o f them bo rro ws the required 
mo ney in the o pen m arket and go es 
ahead with extensio ns and impro ve- 
! m ents utterly independent o f the city 
treasury. 
I am no t aw are o f w hat 
j wo uld be the situatio n in the event o f 
a failure o f o ne o f these enterprises, 
j but presum e th a t the city wo uld as- 
i sum e respo nsibility fo r the paym ent o f 
the bo nds and liabilities. No such co n­ 
tingency has ever arisen, so far as I am 
info rm ed. 
i 
It w as my privilege to exam ine the 
o fficial acco unts and statem ents o f the 
repro ductive undertakings in the lead- 
* ing cities o f G reat Britain, and they 
I unquestio nably sho w w itho ut an excep­ 
tio n th a t every bo nded o bligatio n has 
been met, th a t a pro per am o unt has 
been set aside fo r sinking funds, th at 
in a large m ajo rity o f instances liberal 
allo wances have been made fo r depre- 
, elatio n and th a t In every city visited o r 
o f which I have repo rts the tax rate 
has been reduced rather than raised as 
a result o f participatio n in public enter­ 
prises designed to yield pro fits, 
i 
There is sm all reaso n fo r a po tter’s 
field in M anchester. 
The city m ain­ 
tains and m anages a t co st three large 
and beautiful cemeteries, having a to ­ 
tal area o f 220 acres. 
The charges fo r 
interm ent vary acco rding to the size 
o f the plo t and lo catio n and range fro m 
$1.25 fo r a child under o ne m o nth o ld 
to $30 fo r selected private graves. 
These prices include all fees, including, 
if desired, the services o f a clergym an. 
The city also furnishes a t rea: anable 
prices headsto nes and m o num ents. 
Fo r 
a charge o f $1.25 annually the graves 
are kept neatly in turf, and fo r a slight 
additio nal charge flo wers are planted 
and cared fo r. 
By the paym ent o f $25 
a grave may be thus kept in perpetuity. 
The im po rtance o f this institutio n will 
be realized w hen it is stated th a t the 
num ber o f interm ents last year ex­ 
ceeded 8,000. 
There are private cem­ 
eteries in M anchester with mo re pre­ 
tentio us vaults, to m bs and m o num ents, 
but no ne is kept in better o rder o r has 
mo re ideal natural surro undings. 
The 
rates are changed fro m tim e to tim e 
so as to m ake these resting places o f 
th e dead self sustaining. 
M anchester has expended nearly $1,- 
000,000 o n its baths and washho uses. 


w ith tho se in the athletic clubs o f o ur 
larger cities. 
“Yo ti can hardly realize w hat this 
m eans to the peo ple who live in this 
vicinity,” said Mr. Derbyside, his fine 
face lightening as he gazed a t the hap­ 
py thro ng o f yo ungsters. 
"T here are 
tho usands o f po o r perso ns in M anches­ 
ter who have no t a utensil large eno ugh 
in which to ho ld w ater sufficient to 
pro perly w ash o ne’s face. 
L arge fam ­ 
ilies are packed into two sm all ro o ms, 
and there can be no privacy. 
Fo r the 
benefit o f such as these we have set 
aside certain days w hen they can have 
th e use o f th e baths fo r the no minal 
charge o f a penny. Tho usands o f them 
are taking advantage o f this o ppo rtu­ 
nity, and aa a result the death rate is 
decreasing, and so is the percentage o f 
crime. 
It w as the sam e w ay w ith the 
washho uses. 
W hen we first started 
them the po o r wo men did no t kno w 
w hat it w as to have clean clo thing. 
It 
w as a co mmo n thing to find the w ater 
flo wing fro m the extracto r very dirty, 
but the wo men im agined their clo thes 
w ere clean eno ugh. 
By fo rce o f exam ­ 
ple and co nstant explanatio n this has 
been o verco me. They no w take a pride 
in do ing go o d wo rk. 
Fo r 5 cents iu 
yo ur mo ney a wo m an can do a largo 
w ashing and iro ning and be finished in 
less than fo ur ho urs.” 
Scho o l children are taught to swim, 
and classes art* fo rm ed and drilled in 
life saving. 
Prizes are aw arded fo r 
pro ficiency, and expert sw im m ing has j 
beco me o ne o f the regular co urses in a 
co mmo n scho o l educatio n. 
A ltho ugh 
M anchester’s bath system is no w o ne 
o f the best in the wo rld, the plans fo r 
th e im m ediate future co ntem plate al­ 
m o st do uble the present capacity. 
The cleansing departm ent o f M an­ 
chester is pro bably the largest in the 
w o rld and deserves a m o re extended 
descriptio n th an th a t which fo llo ws. 
It Is a distinct type o f m unicipal en­ 
terprise and is a successful attem pt 
to reduce to a m inimum the expense 
and disco m fo rts o f street cleaning aud 
the dispo sal o f sewage. 
To this end 
the city has beco me a m anufacturer o n 
a large scale and is the landlo rd o f a 
farm ing estate o f 3,739 acres, o r nearly 
six square miles o f land. 
The cleaning 
co m m ittee includes the lo rd m ayo r as a 
m em ber and is respo nsible fo r the 
sweeping and w atering o f str« *ets, pas­ 
sages aud co nrts and fo r the co llectio n 
and dispo sal o f night so il aud o ther 
refuse fro m dwellings, w areho uses aud 
institutio ns. 
The co m m ittees emplo y 
1,800 meu and 420 ho rses, w ith large 
num bers o f vans and carts, steam tugs, 
a fleet o f bo ats, fo ur lo co mo tives and 
tw enty railro ad cars. It builds its vans 
and carts, keeps in repair the imm ense 
m achinery plant and ro lling sto ck used 
in the dep artm en t makes and sells h ar­ 
ness, brushes, receptacles fo r clo sets, 
m anufactures 
co ncentrated 
manure, 
m o rtar, so ap, o ils, grease, disinfecting 
po wder, dyes and m any o ther pro ducts 
which o therw ise wo uld go to w aste. 
The m anufacturing plant in the par­ 
ish o f Beswick is o ne o f th e m o st ex­ 
tensive institutio ns in England, and a 
visit to it will well repay the m unici­ 
pal student w ho desires to beco me in­ 
fo rm ed o n the best mo dern m etho ds o f 
so lving o ne o f the great pro blem s co n­ 
fro nting cities. 
Several years ago there w ere tw o 
great m arshes situated in the suburbs 
o f M anchester. One belo nged to Lo rd 
C arringto n and wns called C arringto n 
Mo ss. 
It w as undrained and unculti­ 
vated. The city purchased it fo r $190,- 
000. Near it w as ano ther trac t o f 2,595 
acres belo nging to Sir H um phrey de 
Traffo rd. This w as in a deplo rable co n­ 
ditio n. It was o ccupied by tenants who j 
m anaged to eke o ut an existence and 
pay rent fo r their tum bledo wn ho vels 
and bo ggy land. Tbe city purchased it 
fo r abo ut $700,000. 
On bo th o f these estates it pro ceeded 
to drain the land, tear do wn the o ld 1 
farm ho uses and erect new o nes. Fo r a i 
m ile and a Half the estate faces the i 
new ship canal and will so me day be 
lined with facto ries. In the m eantim e ! 
the city has built railro ads which co n­ 
vey fertilizers fro m the city and carry 
back the farm pro duce raised by tbe j 
pro spero us tenants who no w pay rent 
to the city. The largest farm o n the 
estate co ntains 400 acres, fo r which the 
tenant pays $10 an acre. V aluable veg- | 
etable cro ps are raised, and w here o nce | 
w as a dreary and disease breeding 
m arsh there are no w miles o f fertile 
and pro ductive land under a high state . 
o f cultivatio n. It is the verdict o f the I 
highest autho rities th at the M anchester 
system o f utilizing refuse is the mo st 
perfect in existence. 
The expense o f the cleansing depart­ 
ment fo r the last fiscal year w as $670,-

BLOCK SY8 TEM FOR I. C. 


Is Put in Operation Between Freeport 
and Dubuqne, 


The block system has been installed 
on the Illinois Central between Free­ 
port and Dubuque. 
It will be in use 
all along the system between here and 
Waterloo, says the Freeport Bulletin. 
The service in Illinois alone is said to 
cost 8 20,000 and is up-to-date in every 
particular. 
According to Superintendent Beeh- 
eley with the block system in opera­ 
tion both head-end and rear-end col­ 
lisions will be impossible. 
The block 
system is used at each station and also 
whereever there is a passing track. 
He says further that the installation 
of tbe block system has made it neces­ 
sary to build offices at passing tracks 
where there had previously been no 
offices, and that this will give work to 
an extra force of operators. 
It will 
make it necessary for the company to 
increase the number of operators to 
the extent of thirty-three between 
Freeport and Waterloo, and a night 
and day office at every station and 
pissiDg track.

Chicago, May 20.—Ujxjn the shoul­ 
ders of the managers of 
the express 
companies, resident in New York city,

After a 
night spent In conference tlie mem tiers 
of the Employers’ association and the 
executive eommitteeof the Internation­ 
al Brotherhood of Team sters reached 
an agreement ujxon all points except 
the reinstatement of the drivers of the 
seven express companies. When these 
men went out they were warned by 
the local managers of the express com­ 
panies that if they went on strik e with­ 
out grievances of their own not one of 
them would ever again be employed by 
the express companies. 


Term » Offered b y th e E m p loy ers.

tween the two sides to the strik e the 
following terms wereannouneed by the 
Employers’ association, und with the 
exception of that relating to the ex­

Far Eastern fleet leads to the belief 
either that a bottle is imminent or that 
Admiral Rojestvensk y lias succeeded 
in establishing a naval base. 
On the 
other hand it is pointed <>ut here that 
tin* position of the fleet May 10, in 
latitude 13.30 and 
longitude 
111.30 
(aUnit 440 miles nearly due south of 
Hainan island) indicated that it might 
have been decided to follow a course 
north of Luzon into the Pacific, in­ 
stead of going through the straits of 
Formosa, where Admiral Togo is be­ 
lieved to be awaiting Admiral Rojest 
vensk y. 


C ritic ism of the J a pa n e s e . 
It is maintained that Japanese dif­ 
ficulties have been increased by their 
Inability to determine 
whether 
tlie 
Russians are proceeding unitedly 
or 
have divided their fleet Into two sq uad­ 
rons. Some experts maintain that the 
fleet has been divided for the purpose 
of perm itting one division to reach 
Vladivostok , while the other occupies 
the attention of Admiral Togo. Naval 
circles here are disjtosed to criticise the 
Japanese tactics in failing to harass 
Rojestvensk y*« transports during the 
lengthy period of tak ing on supplies. 
The results of Rojestvensk y’« move­ 
ments are b*ing awaited with intense 
interest In official q uarters. 


J a p s O ccupy a P ass. 
As to m atters in Manchuria a dis­ 
patch from General Linevitch, dated 
May 18, says: ‘‘A small detachment of 
the enemy May 
16 occupied Ynndi 
pass, on the front of the armies. The 
Japanese also attempted 
to occupy 
Shahotse, but were repulsed and re­ 
tired southward. 
The same day the 
Japanese approached Houuk hu, about 
six miles south of Tnul, but

forced to retire.”

They are showing every evi­ 
dence of preparation to assume the 
offensive, constantly shifting positions 
and pressing the Russian left, where 
the cavalry forces are daily exchang­ 
ing shots. 
The demonstration on the 
Russian left, however, is probably only 
a feint to cover the real strok e at the 
tight. 
This is thought more probable 
because of the care with which the 
Japanese are screening the movements 
on their left, using Chinese bandits 
freely for this purpose. 
The attem pts 
of the Russian scouts to pierce the 
curtain have not been successful.”
